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LOWER PRICES A POSSIBILITY 


There appears to be good reason for the belief 
that prices of some drugs and chemicals will be 
lower shortly after the first of the year. The short- 
age of phenol has been more influential than any 
other single result of the European war in increas- 
ing prices. All of the phenol derivatives have been 
sharply affected, but relief appears to be in sight. 
A number of plants are known to be making con- 
tracts for the delivery of phenol covering 1916 
at prices much lower than those which now pre- 
vail. It is said that contracts have been made at 
about 80 to 85 cents a pound in large lots—seven 
or eight hundred pounds or more. Moreover, at 
least one or two manufacturers of products de- 
rived from phenol are making preparations to 
produce the raw materials at their plants so that 
there will be nothing to interfere with deliveries 
of their products during 1916. It is fairly cer- 
tain that liberal quantities of acetphenetidin and 
phenolphthalein will be offered shortly after the 
new year at a price very close to the quotation 
made before the war. 

A great deal of uncertainty has existed recently 
over the carbolic acid situation because of repeated 
offers of this acid which had been made, and then 
upon acceptance were withdrawn. This led deal- 
ers to believe that speculators were at work just 
to see what they could do in the way of getting 
orders, and after obtaining the orders were unable 
to fill them at the prices named. The facts, how- 
ever, appear to be that a number of plants which 
had contemplated the manufacture of phenol had 
put in equipment, only to find that this equipment, 
made according to text-book sketches, was not 
adapted for the work required of it. The lack of 
experience of American chemical engineers in the 
problems attached to the manufacture of phenol has 
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been a serious disadvantage to these concerns. 

It is well known that one of the largest produc- 
ers of phenol in the United States is well sold 
up for 1916 on war contracts, and very little, if 
any, of its output will reach the drug trade. How- 
ever, the preparations which are being made by a 
few of the chemical companies leave room for 
a well-founded hope that by February or March 
the situation may be considerably relieved and 
that not only phenol but many of its derivatives 
will be obtainable at considerably lower prices. 

Furthermore, it is known that some manufac- 
turers have advised their largest customers not to 
buy such products for more than immediate re- 
quirements. 





PROTECTING DOMESTIC TRADE 





We have heard frequent expressions from drug- 
gists who feel that manufacturers and jobbers in 
this country have taken advantage of the pres- 
ent situation in drugs and chemicals to charge 
prices not really warranted by the conditions, seri- 
ous as they are; in other words that the scarcity 
of drugs has been in many instances exaggerated 
for the sake of obtaining the highest possible prices 
for the supplies on hand. 

There is unmistakable evidence that such prac- 
tices have been indulged in by a few, whose desire 
for large profits far outweighed their feeling of 
obligation to the domestic trade. On the other 
hand there are manufacturers who have consis- 
tently refrained from selling for export, and have 
made every effort to keep their goods out of the 
hands of speculators, conserving them entirely for 
domestic consumption. Most of the reputable manu- 
facturers, we believe, have followed this latter pol- 
icy, but there have been instances where manu- 
facturers have withheld a large part of their pro- 
duct from domestic sale, preferring to sell to the 
foreign buyers on account of the much higher prices 
offered. 

The manufacturers who are diverting their pro- 
ducts to foreign buyers in preference to domestic 
trade may perhaps feel well satisfied over the extra 
profits they make, but when it becomes generally 
known who these manufacturers are their repu- 
tations will handicap them after the war in seek- 
ing domestic business in competition with those 
concerns which have shown clearly that their .pol- 
icy is to look after American demand first.

Emergency Stamp Tax Law 
is Re-enacted by Congress 


Opposition of Various Drug Trade Associations of no 
Avail Against the Offensive Schedule B—Debate 
Brings Tariff Question to the Fore. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 21—Despite the strenuous op- 
position of the National Drug Trade Conference, 
the National Wholesale Druggists Association, the 
National Association of Retail Druggists and the 
Manufacturing Perfumers Association of the United 
States the emergency war revenue tax, including 
the offensive schedule B was renewed for another 
year by Congress, and at no time did there seem 
a chance that the opposition of the drug trade 
would have the slightest effect upon the members 
of the House of Representatives or the Senate. 

The National Drug Trade Conference was in session in 
Washington on the day the bill was re-enacted, and passed 
a resolution condemning the continuation of schedule B. 

The Washington Post contained the following unsigned 
advertisement while the matter was before Congress: 


“LICK THE DEMOCRATS OR LICK STAMPS” 

Looks like a promising Republican campaign slogan. 
Re-enactment of Schedule B emergency stamp tax beyond the 
promised year kills another American industry, for which Demo- 
crats will get full credit. 

FAMINE CONDITIONS PREVAIL IN CHEMICAL LINES. 
-rices ranging from 100 to 600 per cent above normal, it pays 
20 per cent upon materials free under Republican protection. 700 
per cent on alcohol. 6 per cent of total sales in stamp taxes, All 
contributions to the confiscatory demands of Schedule B. The 
despots of absolute monarchy would do no worse than refuse 
hearing to this atrociously overtaxed industry. Taxation without 
representation gave birth to our republic. This spirit for justice 
and fair play still lives. The crushing of an honorable industry 
for the benefit of foreign rivals is a maddening prospect for 
over 50,000 druggists and over half a million dependent em- 
ployes. A continuance of the stamp tax beyond the promised 
year’s duration is a breach of faith. 

SCHEDULE “B” OF STAMP TAX SHOULD BE KILLED. 

Tax Law a Party Measure 

The re-enactment of the stamp tax was purely a party 
measure. The Democrats, in a caucus, decided to renew 
it for another year, acting upon the recommendation of 
President Wilson and Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo. The 
House of Representatives passed the bill at an evening ses- 
sion on December 16. The vote was 205 to 189. The bill 
passed the Senate the following day and it was promptly 
signed by the President. 


Resolutions were introduced by Republicans to extend the 
bill only for three or six months, but these failed, and the 
measure is re-enacted in identically the same form as it has 
existed during 1915. 

Tariff Question Looms Up 


The debate in the House and Senate showed party di- 
vision over the question of tariff legislation and foreshadowed 
the importance of the tariff in the next Presidential campaign. 

An attempt is being made by President Wilson to iake the 
tariff question out of politics, and he is said to favor a non- 
partisan tariff commission as advocated by former President 
Taft. Representative Mann, Republican leader in the House, 
has introduced a bill calling for the appointment of a non- 
partisan tariff commission. 

In drug and chemical lines it seems certain that the tariff 
question will be one of first importance the during the year 
following the war. The need of a certain measure of pro- 
tection if an American dye and chemical industry is to be 
successfully built up in this country has been repeatedly 
emphasized by those in close touch with the situation. The 
manufacturing perfumers are likewise afraid that the exist- 
ing tariff will eventually work a severe hardship on_ their 
industry, if it does not make competition with foreign makers 


absolutely impossible. 
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National Drug Conference 
Wants Whisky in the U. S, P. 


Meeting in Washington Also Results in Resolution 
Opposing Any Amendments to Harrison Law Dur- 
ing Present Session of Congress: 


WaAsHINGTON, Dec. 21—Important matters affect- 
ing the entire drug trade were discussed and acted 
upon last week at the meeting of the National 
Drug Trade Conference at the New Willard hotel. 
This body, which represents all of the important 
associations of commercial and professional phar- 
macy, meets once a year for the consideration of 
legislative subjects. Its accomplishments at last 
week’s meeting were as follows: 

A resolution was passed declaring that any amendments 
to the Harrison anti-narcotic law during the present session 
of Congress are inadvisable and premature owing to pending 
court cases, which, when decided, will give a clearer interpre- 
tation of the law. 

A resolution presented by Samuel C. Henry, former presi- 
dent of the National Association of Retail Druggists, recom- 
mending the return to the new Pharmacopoeia of official 
standards for whisky and brandy was adopted. There was 
only one dissenting vote. 

A report and resolution were passed declaring it to be the 
sense of the meeting that “compositions and mixtures pre- 
pared in accordance with directions of physicians’ prescrip- 
tions are ‘preparations and remedies’ clearly within the mean- 
ing of section 6 of the Harrison act, and exempt from the 
provisions and requirements specified in the remaining sec- 
tions of that act.” 

A resolution was adopted declaring that Treasury De- 
cision No. 2244 is extremely burdensome to the physician, 
pharmacist, the wholesaler and the manufacturer, and does 
not further the purpose of the Harrison law and _ should, 
therefore, be abrogated, especially as it is impracticable, if 
not impossible, to comply with it in any sense. 

A substitute for Treasury Decision No. 2213 was offered 
and will be recommended to Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue Osborn. This decision relates to the re-filling of pre- 
scriptions having a narcotic content not exceeding the min- 
imum quantities specified in section 6. 

A resolution was adopted protesting against the re-enact- 
ment of the emergency war revenue tax, and was sent to 
members of Congress, but it apparently failed to have any 
effect whatever on Congress, which voted the re-enactment 
of the law, as related in another column of this issue. 


The Paige patent bill was discussed, and a substitute bill 
prepared by Secretary Woodruff of the Conference was recom- 
mended to Congress. The full text of this bill is published 
in the January issue of THE PHARMACEUTICAL ERA. ‘

SWISS EMBARGOES ON CHEMICALS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21—A cablegram, received by the State 
Department from the American Consul General at Zurich, 
states that the Swiss Government under date of December 
11, enforced additional embargoes on a large number of com- 
modities including paper products, machine tools, silver ni- 
trate, sodium hydro-sulphites, formaldehyde, chromium oxide, 
chromium hydrate, chromium residues of chemical factories, 
dyestuffs and paints and ground down or mixed in oil putties.

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Demand for Epsom Salt 
Far Exceeds Present Output 


Supplies from the Washington Deposits Cut Off by 
+he Winter Season—Plans for Centrifugal Evapora- 
tion to Relieve Situation. 


After the closing of the German ports by the 
war Epsom salt began to advance and still con- 
tinues steadily upward. Quite a few chemical firms 
in the United States are now actively engaged in 
the manufacture of Epsom salt and have materially 
increased their capacity, but their utmost output 
is still far below the quantity its great consumption 
requires. 

With the high prices prevailing as a result of the shortage 
it was found expedient to bring the natural deposits of the 
salt found in Okanoogan county, Washington, to the market, 
which temporarily relieved the stringency in technical require- 
ments, but with the advent of the winter season this source 
of supply has again been cut off. As reported in a previous 
issue of this publication magnesium sulphate is deposited in 
a large basin in the mountains of Okanoogan county by the 
spring thaw and rains and collected only in the dry sum- 
mer season after a partial evaporation of the water. So far

ALCOHOL IS NOW AFFECTED BY WAR 
DEMAND; PRICE ADVANCES 10 PER CENT 


An increasing demand for export and for home consumption 
as well as the higher cost of the raw materials is the reason 
given by a prominent distiller and distributer of alcohol, 
for the recent advance in the price of that product. All grades 
and kinds of alcohol were affected by an increase of from 
3c to 7c per gallon, but this, he said, added to all other 
recent advances, would fail to show an advance of more than 
10%, a very favorable comparison with the actions of other 
articles. 

Very little alcohol had been exported, but since the war 
heavy demands have been made upon the distillers, and this, 
added to its extensive employment in the manufacture of 
war material in this country, has taxed the output of 
tilleries to their capacity for some time. Our informant also 
said that no further significance could be attached to this 
slight increase, as it was occasioned purely by the law of 
supply and demand and was not the forerunner of a flurry 
in alcohol, and that the situation in alcohol was well taken 
care of and they were prepared for almost any sort of a con- 
tingency.

London News Letter 


(Correspondence WEEKLY DruG MARKETS) 


Lonpon, Dec. 6—Acting under the conviction as a nation 
of the absolute necessity of victory in the present war we have 
for the time being divested ourselves of the larger part 
of our most lucrative trade which has been built up by cen- 
turies of effort. The financing of the world has given place 
to the financing of the war, our shipping to an incredible 
extent has been diverted from the carrying of the world’s trade 
to the conveyance of troops and supplies and our home and 
export trade has been reduced by half by the transformation 
of factories from peaceful production to the turning out of 
munitions and the calling off of labor from other activities for 
this purpose and the creation of new armies. 

The net result of all this is, instead of, as in~ peace time, 
the greater part of the population being occupied in pro- 
ducing for foreign needs and reaping the income therefrom, 
it is largely occupied with national work for which it is paid 
out of national funds, in short, living largely upon capital. 

How long will this state of affairs continue? The answer 
was clearly laid down by Mr. Asauith: “Until the Prussian 
military domination is wholly and finally destroyed,” and this 
formula has since been adopted by the five allied powers. 

Such being the basic conditions governing the trade of this 
country at the present time the important question arises how 
is it likely that in the face of these gigantic sacrifices the 
many inadequate peace projects now daily reaching us from 
all sides can be met otherwise than negatively. We have now 
arrived at that stage when the auestion of peace must have 
become a more urgent factor than ever in the cautious con- 
sideration of business proposals. Especially must this be 
the case in our own branch where the cost of the majority of 
chemical products has reached so high a level and in some 
cases become almost prohibitive. 

Within the last week we have seen repeat orders from a 
foreign market, embracing a score of fine chemicals mostly 
in vogue, approximating in value not less than three-quarters 
of a million dollars. Yet of that total perhaps one-half 
only has any chance of being executed owing to the existing 
scarcity and the effect upon prices which the placing of such 
orders would bring about. 

No better evidence than this could surely be cited of how 
one special branch of German trade has drifted into fresh 
channels since the outbreak of the war. A sure proof of 
an existing demand and that a favorable opportunity con- 
tinues open for your and our manufacturers to exploit and, 
if possible, retain.

Logwood Embargo May Be Lifted—a Partial Em- 
bargo on Newfoundland Cod Liver Oil—Quinine 
Advances and Bromides are Very Strong. 

Advices were received in New York this week that the 
British Government is to lift the embargo on the exportation 
of logwood from Jamaica. Protests by American manufac- 
turers against the cutting off of this source of dye material 
were forwarded to the Board of Trade in London, and favor- 
able replies have been received. A partial embargo on the 
exportation of cod liver oil from Newfoundland created dis- 
cussion in drug trade circles. The embargo, according to re- 
ports, is attributed to information received by the Newfound- 
land Government that sizable invoices of cod liver oil have 
been shipped to Germany, where the glycerin obtained from the 
oil is used in the manufacture of explosives. This led to 
cancellation of all licenses under which shippers have hereto- 
fore exported the oil. The oil may here after be shipped to 
the United States only if consigned to the British consul- 
generals at New York or Boston, or to concerns which have 
been properly endorsed by the consulates. 

The sharp recovery of prices on quinine was the feature of 
the drug market during the past week. Second hands are 
now demanding 80 cents to $1.10 an ounce on the bulk basis 
This rise is attributed to a more active demand, cessation of 
shipments from England and smaller spot stocks. It is the 
opinion of many in the trade that quinine will now seek still 
higher levels. 

3romides are strong in position, and our cable advices this 
week state that English manufacturers have advanced prices, 
following the recent similar action by American manufacturers. 
Botanical and crude drugs are decidedly stronger owing to the 
scarcity of steamers hampering shipments from primary mar- 
kets abroad, which is mainly responsible for the scarcity of 
spot supplies here. Sharp rises in prices are noted on alkanet 
root, arnica flowers, althea root, senna leaves and coriander 
oil, while moderate gains on other drugs have been estab- 
lished. Arsenic, bleaching powder, denatured alcohol and mer- 
cury in flasks show fair gains. 

Declines in quotations have been recorded on acetanilid, 
oxalic acid, glycerin, and culver’s root while fractional reduc- 
tions on other articles cover cod liver cil, nitrate of silver and 
fennel seed. 

Although there continues a steady demand for seeds and 
herbs, the market has lacked animation owing to the ab- 
sence of speculative interest. Mustard seed closed firm and 
higher prices are predicted for the early part of the new year. 
Turmeric is scarce and shows a gain. Dill sorts are also 
higher, while caraway and poppy seeds are a shade lower 

The spice market is excited and wide fluctuations in prices for 
China and Batavia cassias, nutmegs, gingers and peppers have 
been witnessed throughout the past week.

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ethyl alcohol shipped abroad, evidently for the same purpose, 
are forcing prices up. The war demand having made large 
inroads in stocks here, prompted distillers to refuse booking 
contracts for 1916 deliveries covering denatured alcohol. Specu- 
lative interest in the basic materials is partly responsible for 
the actions of distillers, who will keep open accounts over 
the next year. Supplies from distant points are arriving 
‘re owing to the heavy tax on eastern supplies of denatured 
and purchases have been on the Pacific coast by local 
consumers to fill their requirements during the stringency in 
the eastern production. 

Arnica Flowers—lLarger inquiries and light offerings, 
owing to a scarcity of spot stocks, resulted in a sharp rise in 
prices, showing a net gain for the week of 8c a pound. Sellers 
are demanding 38c@43c a pound, as to quality and quan- 
tity ordered on the spot and buyers are finding it difficult 
to make purchases below the quoted inside range of prices. 





Arsenic—The broader demand for white arsenic, imparted 
a firmer sentiment among holders who advanced prices 1c 
i pound, Offerings ranged at values from 44%4c@4%c, as to 
quantity ordered and a fair volume of sales at the quoted 
inside range of figures has been booked. 

Althea Root—Further inroads in spot stocks which led 
to a scarcity of supplies, resulted in a sharp uplift of prices.

on the spot. 

Belladonna Leaves—Further inroads in spot stocks and 
a steady demand stimulated a stronger upward trend of 
the market on spot lots. In some auarters offerings em- 
braced limited lines at $1.35 a pound, while most holders 
are naming up to $1.75 a pound on parcels for prompt de- 
livery, as to quality and quantity ordered. 

Bleaching Powder—The pronounced scarcity of supply 
on the spot and nearby afloat to arrive, led to a further ad- 
vance in prices of Y%c a pound. Sellers are now quoting 
8’%c@10ce a pound on spot lots and in most cases bids 
received under 8c are being rejected. 

Bromides—The scant supply and recent sharp gains in val- 
ues of bromine are sustaining the recent sharp advances on 
bromides. Large sales of bromine by domestic producers to 
foreign buyers has made appreciable inroads in the supply 
available. Some manufacturers have withdrawn offerings, while 
seconds are asking $5 for other bromide preparations, but 
sales are not being made in competition with makers. Makers 
are guoting granular potassium at $5.50, granular ammonium 
at $4.50 and sodium, granular, also strontium, at $3.50 a 
pound in lots of 100 pounds, in one delivery, while 50- 
pound lots in one delivery are held at 1c a pound higher. 

Bromine—Supplies of U.S.P. varieties are very scarce and 
makers are naming $5 a pound as positively lowest. The high 
level of values is attributed to operations by a syndicate of 
manufacturers in Michigan, Ohio and Virginia, which has 
booked large contracts for European account, creating a mar- 
ket shortage in supplies here. The rise in prices on potas- 
sium bromide is due to short supply of potash salts, due to 
the embargo placed upon exports of these goods by the 
German Government. 

Cantharides—Stronger primary markets and smaller spot 
supplies created a firmer sentiment among holders of spot 
ts Sellers advanced values to $1.60@$1.70 a pound on 
powdered Chinese cantharides, showing a net gain of 5c a 
pound for > past week. 

Codeine—A steady demand from foreign buyers served to 
hold the market firm.

Dill Seed—Scarcity of spot supplies and a stronger senti- 
ment among holders resulted in an upward movement of the 
market. Sellers are naming higher values ranging from 8c@

Epsom Salt—The demand is active and sellers are un- 
able to fill orders promptly owing to the unusual large vol- 
ume of sales booked during the past two weeks, which made 
severe inroads in the supply available. Holders are quoting 
3%@4Y%c a pound for supplies in bags and barrels re- 
spectively. Prices are strong and prospects for a rise in the 
near future are rather encouraging. 

Gentian Root—Powdered root closed stronger under larger 
inquiries and small supplies.

Mercury—Smaller spot supplies and limited offerings served 
to add more strength to the upward trend of the market.

Morphine—Manufacturers are adhering to former prices 
on the bulk basis of $5.50 an ounce for sulphate and muriate 
in 5-ounce cans and at $6.95 for acetate and alkaloid sorts in 
ounce vials of lots covering 25 ounces in one delivery. The 
active buying export demand serves to hold the market firm. 

Opium—aA fair volume of sales have been booked for ex- 
port to Europe and for account of domestic buyers. Holders 
are firmly adhering to the former bulk basis of $11 for drug- 
gists’ quality in cases, while jobbing lots are being booked at 
$11.05 a pound. Powdered and granular grades are selling 
at unchanged prices, namely $12.25 and $12.50 a pound. 

Oxalic Acid—Increased offerings and a lack of buying in- 
terest influenced a weaker trend of the market. Sellers low- 
ered quotations to 50c@52c a pound, according to terms of 
sale, on spot lots. 

Potassium Permanganate—Active inquiries and limited 
offerings, owing to a scarcity of supplies, resulted in a further 
rise in prices. Holders are now quoting $1.60@$1.70 a pound 
as to terms of sale. 

Quinine—Following recent sales by second hands on the 
bulk basis of 60c an ounce and below a sharn reaction in 
prices was witnessed during the past week, which was at- 
tributed to a renewal of an active demand and cessations of 
shipments of salts from Germany and also Great Britain. 
Liberal offerings of outside parcels early in the week which 
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were readily absorbed, resulted in a fair shrinkage in spot 
stocks. Arrivals for the week embraced only 27 cases from 
Rotterdam which were warehoused. Sales by second hands 
comprised fair lines of both domestic and imported salts at 
prices ranging from 60c up to 80c with most holders naming 
85c to $1.20 an ounce. According to the views of leading in- 
terests, prices bid well to advance sharply and a $2.50 level 
in the near future is predicted. Manufacturers of domestic 
salts continue to supply their regular customers on the bulk 
basis of 50c an ounce for lots of 100-ounce tins, while with- 
drawals on outstanding orders show a fair increase. 

Silver Nitrate—Prices eased off in sympathy with the lower 
cost of bar silver. Domestic makers are quoting lower figures 
at 345gc for 500 to 1,000-ounce lots, 3554c for 100-ounce lots 
and 365<c an ounce for lesser quantities. 

Soap Bark—A further reduction in spot stocks and a larger 
inquiry led to an upward movement of the market. Holders 
advanced quotations, ranging from 8c@8%c a pound, as to 
quality and size of purchase. 

Soap—Castile powdered soap closed firmer under a better 
demand and moderate spot stocks. Sellers advanced prices 
to 20c@24c a pound, as to quality and quantity ordered on 
the spot. 

Skulleap Leaves—Increased offerings and light inquiries 
from buyers imparted a weaker feeling among holders. Sales 
were reported down to 22c a pound, with the close dull at

Soap Bark—A stronger tone pervades the market, owing 
to a scarcity of spot stocks and larger inquiries from con- 
sumers. In most quarters, holders raised quotations to 8c@

Turmeric—aAll varieties are decidedly stronger in sympathy 
with higher primary markets, a material decrease in spot 
supplies and larger inquiries from buyers. Holders raised 
quotations and in most cases refuse to shade the quoted in- 
side range of values, ranging from 7'%4c@8c for Madras, 
74%4c@8c for Alleppy, 6%c@7c for Pubna and 634c@7c a 
pound for China, latter being quoted wholly nominal owing 
to lack of supplies.

Wintergreen Oil—Absence of buying orders and more of 
a disposition by holders to market supplies, resulted in a 
downward trend of the market, with prices suffering sharp 
losses.

BRITAIN TO PERMIT SHIPMENTS 
OF LOGWOOD TO THE UNITED STATES 





WASHINGTCN, Dec. 21—The British Embassy announced to- 
night that permission had been granted by the. British Gov- 
ernment for exportation from Jamaica to the United States 
of dyewood shipments aggregating 4,700 tons. The question 
of lifting permanently the embargo against exnorts of Jamaica 
dyewoods, the Embassy stated, would be taken up as soon 
as the shortage of the product in Great Britain was relieved.

Alarms European Agencies 


Secretary Redfield Says in Report to Congress that 
American Efforts Are Not Viewed with Favor by 
Foreign Representatives. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 21—That the European agen- 
cies which in the past have been supplying our 
requirements of dyestuffs are not looking with any 
great degree of favor upon the growth of the 
American industry, is the comment made by Sec- 
retary of Commerce Redfield in his report cover- 
ing the fiseal year of 1915 which has just been 
submitted to Congress. 

In discussing the situation, Mr. Redfield takes consider- 
able part of the credit for awakening interest in a home 
dustry for his department, for he says that the work of the 
commercial agents has been productive of very good results. 


“In the past,’ he informs Congress, “investigations by 
commercial agents were confined chiefly to foreign countries. 
Last year it was determined to broaden the scope of this 
work by authorizing similar investigations in the United 
States. An investigation which has aroused wide popular 


interest is that of the dyestuff situation in the United States 
conducted by Dr. Thomas H. Norton. One of the first 
serious effects of the war was the cutting off of our supply 
of artificial colors previously imported from Germany, on 
which our textile industry and other industries were vitally 
dependent. By direction of Senate resolution of January 26, 


1915, the situation was thoroughly investigated and made 
clear to the public. A number of manufacturers have en- 
tered the field and the Bureau has done much to guide 


lines of manufacturing so as to answer the most pressing 
needs of the consumer. 

“Aside from its published reports, it has conducted a 
large correspondence giving advice both to prospective manu- 
facturers and to users of dyestuffs. 
he continues, “that the work

“It is not too much to say,” 
of this service has been at the 
movement toward the creation of an American dyestuff in- 
dustry. In this connection are not lacking that the 
growth of our native industry is hardly welcome to those 
who have heretofore had a substantial monopoly in supplying 
our markets from abroad. Our consumers, however, have 
had a bitter taste of what it means to depend upon a singie 
source of supply, and that source one which has interests of 
its own of so much greater importance to it that the care 
for them necessarily cuts off the supply of the material we 
need. We are the greatest producers of the raw material 
for the manufacture of dyestuffs. We are, if not the great- 
est, at least one of the greatest, consumers of the finished 
product. It is intolerable that we should longer depend upon 
any one foreign source for these necessities of industry, and 
it is equally intolerable that we should permit any possible 
unfair foreign competition to destroy the growing industry 
upon which so much depends by methods that would not 
be permitted by our law if used by our own citizens.”

In referring to probable unfair competition, Mr. Redfield 
states that the growth in the United States of industries 
which may menace large markets heretofore controlled from 
abroad will not be permitted if public and semi-public forces 
acting together in foreign countries can prevent it. The out- 
reach of American industries, and their existence in our 
own land in some cases, will be resisted to the full and 
every stratagem of industrial war will be exerted against 
them. Expecting this, he says, we must prepare for it. 

““UInfair competition’ is forbidden by law in domestic 
trade,” says Mr. Redfield, “and the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion exists to determine the facts and take steps to abate 
the evil wherever found. The door, however, is still open 
to ‘unfair competition’ from abroad which may seriously 
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affect American industries for the worse. It is not normal 
competition of which I speak, but abnormal. It is a de- 
structive type of the industrial struggle, intended to put out 
of being the forces opposed to it that the victor may exploit 
the field at will. The methods used are not those of legi- 
timate commerce, but those of commercial offense. They aim 
not at development, but at conquest. When the war shall 
close, the public control of railways in foreign lands, the 
semi-official chambers of commerce, the public fostered organ- 
izations which control great industries in some countries, wil! 
all exist and will all be used in an effort to recover lost 
commerce. If this shall pass beyond fair competition and 
exert or seek to exert a monopolistic power over any part 
of our commerce, we ought to prevent it.” 





Kidney “Cures’’ are Seized 
by the U. S. Government 


Preparations Containing High Percentage of Alcohol 
Regarded as not Only Worthless, but Harmful 
Officials Claim. 


WasHiInctTon, D. C., Dec. 21—Action against several so- 
called “kidney cures” has recently been taken under the Food 
and Drugs Act by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. In one case the shippers of a preparation labeled 
as “A Sure Cure for Bladder and Kidney Trouble” were 
prosecuted on the charge of falsely and fraudulently mis- 
branding the product. They pleaded guilty and were fined 
$25 and costs by the court. This particular kidney “cure” 
was found to contain over 41 per cent of alcohol. It was 
labeled “Old Jim Fields Phosphate Dill and Gin Mankind’s 


Greatest Friend A Sure Cure for Bladder and Kidney 
Trouble “t is also a Great Aid in Case of Urinary Trouble. 
Allenberg & Meister, Sole Agents, Memphis, Tenn.” An 


analysis of the product showed that it contained no material 
amount of either dill or phosphate. 

In another case 48 bottles of “Stuart’s Buchu and Juniper 
Compound,” prepared by the Stuart Manufacturing Company, 
Atlanta, Georgia, were seized. The court issued a decree of 
condemnation, forfeiture and destruction on the ground that 
the claims upon the label were misleading, false and fraudu- 
lent. On this label the manufacturers recommended their 
product as a remedy for a great variety of kidney and 
bladder diseases and stated that the medicine contained 16 
per cent of alcohol. 

According to the medical experts of the Department, alco- 
hol is a kidney irritant and is dangerous in many cases of 
kidney disease. For this reason many physicians advise their 
patients who suffer from any kind of kidney or bladder trouble 
to abstain from the use of alcohol even in moderate quan- 
tities. Some manufacturers of kidney medicines which con- 
tain considerable quantities of alcohol also advise their cus- 
tomers to abstain from all alcoholic drinks, showing in this 
way that they know the harmfulness of alcohol in kidney 
diseases, even though they use it in their own preparations. 
It is the opinion of the medical experts of the Department 
that such so-called “kidney remedies” as those recently seized 
are not only worthless but actually harmful, because of the 
amount of alcohol which they contain. 





BILL FOR UNIFORM WEIGHTS IN WU. S. 


WaAsHINGTON, Dec. 21—A bill (H. R. 5759) has been in- 
troduced into the House of Representatives by Congressman 
William J. Carey, of Wisconsin, for the establishment of a 
uniform system of weights and measures in the United States. 
The bill gives to the Director of the Bureau of Standards 
the authority to approve the type, plan, or working principle 
of any weighing, measuring, or computing device which is 
found by him to be of such design or construction as to 
give correct results in terms of standard weights or measures, 
or any values with reference to such weights or measures; 
and with reference to any device so approved to fix and 
establish necessary tolerances, permissible variations, or mar- 
gins of error which may be allowed in the use of such device.

Situation is Very Acute in 
the London Drug Market 


Increasing Scarcity and Higher Prices Noted by 
Chemist and Druggist—Position of Quinine, Ipe- 
cacuanha, Cod Liver Oil and Other Articles. 


The Chemist and Druggist of London comments interest- 
ingly of conditions in that market as follows: 

“It has been said in Mincing Lane that it is now prac- 
tically impossible for those handling drugs and chemicals to 
lose money because with few exceptions prices since -the 
outbreak of the war have been consistently rising and judg- 
ing by present appearances the end cannot be foretold. In- 
deed, it may be said (although Mincing Lanians would be 
the last to admit it) that the war has proved a blessing in 
disguise to them, inasmuch as the Allies and many neutral 
countries, hitherto customers of Germany, have been com- 
pelled to seek supplies in London, and an increased volume 
of business at very profitable prices has resulted. 


Drugs Go from England to Germany 

“The fact that Hamburg (London’s greatest rival in drugs) 
is cut off from all supplies has brought many Scandinavian 
buyers here, and although it is admitted that some of the 
produce does ultimately reach Germany, it is a kind of no 
military value. Thus it is common knowledge that several 
hundred tons of cassia bark have been shipped from London 
to Sweden recently, and this has enabled holders here to 
get rid of stocks they had been compelled to hold year after 
year, as the trade in cassia was mostly done direct between 
China and Germany. 

“Holland, since the war, has been a large buyer of spices 
(especially pepper), many thousand pounds’ weight of which 
has been shipped to Rotterdam for German account, which 
had the effect of putting the spice on the prohibited list. 
Earlier in the war a large trade was done in gums and resins 
(including shellac) to Scandinavian ports, but when it be- 
came apparent that supplies filtered through te Germany the 
authorities intervened and permits were required. 

France Buying Japanese Camphor 

“Russia, France and Italy have also placed many orders 
for chemicals and drugs in London at prices several times 
above the normal, Germany having previously had a large 
monopoly in these markets. During the past fortnight France 
has made, and is making, extensive purchases of Japanese 
refined camphor in this market at steadily rising prices, al- 
though, strange to say, values of this product up to the 
present have been surprisingly low compared with other pro- 
ducts. 

“Recently there has been an unusually heavy demand for 
ipecacuanha by the makers of emetine and the price has 
rapidly advanced to 22s per pound. Imports have been com- 
ing along fairly well, but they have been absorbed at a sur- 
prising rate. It will be interesting to watch the future of 
this drug, still higher prices being predicted. The emetine 
treatment of dysentery is at the bottom of the demand. 

No Quinine for United States 

“Quinine, since the export embargo was put on, is quite 
out of fashion as a speculative medium, and no doubt many 
of the weak holders have now liquidated their stocks. The 
export demand for consumption remains good, however, and 
although permits are readily granted for shipments to our 
Allies and the Colonies, the United States seems barred by 
the authorities for the present. We showed by our issue 
of November 20 that the imports of quinine to London from 
the United States from June to October, 1915, were over 
500,000 ounces in excess of our exports to that country, and 
as our imports of quinine (mostly Dutch) continue on a 
generous scale, there might possibly be a reconsideration of 
the position as regards the United States. Undoubtedly the 
temporary check to exports had the effect of reducing prices 
to a more reasonable level by putting an end to rash specu- 
lation, which seriously menaced the future of the chemical. 

The Cod Liver Oil Situation 

“Tt is difficult to say if we are to see lower prices for 
cod liver oil this winter. Undoubtedly the action of the 
Norwegian makers in advancing prices last July to between 
350s and 370s per barrel had the effect of checking consump- 
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tion, and was resented by wholesalers, but it would appear 
that Norway was to a large extent independent of British 
consumers, who have since only bought sparingly, and now 
work with a low stock in view of the new fishing in January. 
“The position of several industrial chemicals has lately be- 
come more acute, and makers and importers have difficulty in 
meeting the active consumption demand—e. g., this week alone 
we announce advances in borax, boric acid, saltpeter, alum, 
green copperas and bichromates. In several instances the 
rise is due to increased cost of packing and packages—so 
much so that these items are out of proportion to the in- 
trinsic value of the goods. Many of these heavy chemicals 
are in short supply, these including articles like caustic soda, 
bleaching powder, chlorates of potash and_ soda, sul- 
phate of copper, nitric and sulphuric acids, lead salts, pot- 
ash permanganate, carbonate, caustic, etc., and no relief is 
looked for while present economic conditions prevail.” 





Ipecac in Big Demand and 
Prices are High Due to War 


Use of the Root for Dysentery Creates Greatly In- 
creased Consumption—One Man Said to Hold Large 
Supply in U. S. 


New uses and the prevalency in the war zone of dis- 
eases for which its use is indicated has greatly enhanced the 
monetary value of ipecac root. 

Carthagena ipecac is in very strong position and _ spot 
offerings command from $3 to $3.25, while of the Rio very 
little is to be had, apparently the entire stock in this coun- 
try being in the hands of one man, who is holding it at 
$6 a pound. It is rumored that British agents have been 
busy in Brazil buying all the Rio ipecac they could find, 
paying in some instances as high as 22s per pound, and no 
doubt the shortage of that variety in the United States can 
be attributed to the activity of the British buyers. 

30th the Rio (Cephaelis Ipecacuanha) and the Carthagena 
(Cephaelis acuminata) have been given a place in the U. S. 
Pharmacopoeia, while the British Pharmacopoeia recognizes 
the Rio, Minas and Indian (Johore) varieties. 


The harvesting and marketing of ipecac is surrounded by 
such variable circumstances, according to New York brokers, 
that the handling of it is too speculative a proposition and 
many of them have retired from the field. J. H. Monsanto, 
New York, who has given this product quite some attention, 
said that it was almost impossible to depend upon the quan- 
tities or their arrivals with any degree of certitude, mainly 
because no systematic efforts are made for the collection of 
the roots, which are gathered in haphazard fashion almost en- 
tirely by the natives who seem most active when in need of 
money or supplies. 

Ipecac grows abundantly in the wet thick woods of South 
America from Brazil to Colombia, the variety coming chiefly 
from the interior of the province of Matto-Grosso on the 
upper waters of the Paraguay. It is collected during the 
dry season, January to March, and is accepted by the mer- 
chants of the inland towns in payment for clothes and pro- 
visions or for money advanced. From the small merchant it 
is usually bought by traveling salesmen or shipped direct to 
merchants or commission men in the large seaport towns, who 
in turn make shipments to the different markets of the 
world when a sufficient quantity of the root has accumulated. 

Ipecac is extensively employed in the treatment of diarrhoea, 
dysentery and similar stomach and bowel troubles, diseases 
which have been the camp-followers of every military cam- 
paign in the history of the world, and the present great Euro- 
pean conflict is no exception, with its system of trench war- 
fare, which furnishes admirable environments for the propaga- 
tion of these diseases. British medical journals are devoting 
considerable space advocating the use of ipecac and its alka- 
loids in combating such ailments, and a series of articles ap- 
pearing in the British Medical Journal gives a comprehensive 
review of the subject. The recent establishment of emetine 
as a specific in the treatment of pyorrhoea or Riggs disease 
is another use which has gained for ipecac a widespread popu- 
larity, and large quantities are consumed in the manufacture 
of pyorrhoea remedies and tooth preparations.

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DR. KILMER SUED FOR $500,000 


RocHESTER, N. Y., Dec. 21—Suit to recover $500,000 dam- 
ages for an alleged malicious conspiracy to drive the Bing- 
hamton Evening Herald out of business has been begun by 
Guy Beardsley, owner of that paper, against Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer proprietor of the Swamproot Remedy, and Jerome D. 
Hadsell, an associate. 

An appeal taken by the defendants from an order directing 
their examination before trial was filed with the Clerk of 
the Appellate Division here to-day. It will be argued in 
January. Some of the accusations made against Kilmer are: 

That he enticed Herald employes away by offering them 
anything they asked in the way of salaries; that he reduced 
rates to advertisers who would agree not to patronize Beardsley’s 
paper; that he bid far below actual cost in order to get official 
city printing; that he boasted repeatedly that he would put 
Beardsley out of commission; that he impeded distribution of 
The Herald railway trains, and that he directed employes to 
patronize no advertiser who used The Herald. It is also 
charged that in 1912, after The Herald had been forced to the 
wall, Kilmer disposed of his interests in The Binghamton 
Press, saying that he had accomplished his purpose. 





DISCOVERY OF PLATINUM IN SPAIN 


(Consul Robertson Honey, Madrid, Nov. 4.) 

The recently published rumor that platinum has been dis- 
covered in Snain was confirmed this week by Prof. Orueta in 
person. The latter is a Spanish mining engineer and was 
designated by the Instituto Geologico (Geological Society) to 
examine the Ronda Mountain Range for possible mineral de- 
posits. He has made an address before the Instituto de 
Ingenieros de Espana (Society of Civil Engineers of Spain) 
in Madrid, in which he sets forth his labors and their re- 
sults. He states that he has discovered platinum deposits of 
greater extent and richness than those of the Ural Mountains 
in Russia, which furnish about 90 per cent of the world’s 
supply. The present market value of platinum is about $42.65 
per ounce. 

As is known, Spain possesses the largest and richest mer- 
cury mines in the world; these are under lease to a British 
company, which exploits them. 





BALTIMORE DRUG EXCHANGE ELECTS 

BALTIMORE, MD., Dec. 21—The Drug Exchange, at its an- 
nual meeting held last Thursday evening at the Emerson 
hotel, elected officers, received the yearly reports, discussed 
some business matters and enjoyed an excellent dinner.

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Utah Mines Now Developed 
for Potash and Aluminum 





Mineral Products Corporation Begins Work on Large 
Scale—Output, Though Large, Will Not Make U. S. 
Independent. 


The production of potash, which has been previously sup- 
plied to the world almost exclusively by Germany, has been 
begun on a large scale by the Mineral Products Corporation, 
which is erecting an enlarged plant at Marysvale, Utah. It 
was recently announced by the Department of the Interior that 
the alunite beds found in this region might in time furnish 
a large part of the supply of the United States, which now 
amounts to many hundred thousand tons a year. 

Potash is used chiefly for fertilizer. One advantage with 
Germany is that its potash beds are near rivers and can be 
carried down by barges to ocean harbors and shipped to all 
parts of the world with a low cost for transportation. The 
mines near Marysvale, Utah, are not favorably situated for 
transportation, but will be able, after the war as well as 
now, to meet German competition in the West and Middle 
West, according to Howard F. Chappell, president of the 
Mineral Products Corporation. 

The alunite ore is practically as rich in aluminum as in pot- 
ash, and the Mineral Products Corporation will reduce both 
from its ore beds at Marysvale. Mr. Chappell said that the 
plant which the corporation is installing will enable it to turn 
out daily between sixty and seventy tons of potash of a 
high grade and about fifty tons of aluminum. Potash was 
sold at prices varying from $25 to $30 a ton before the war, 
and now varies from $230 a ton to $425, according to its 
quality. Aluminum has gone up from about $400 a ton be- 
fore the war to $1,300 a ton now. 

The reduction of aluminum and potash on a commercial 
scale from alunite was made possible by a discovery by Mr. 
Chappell that alunite, under a high temperature, could be 
separated into its constituent parts. Others who took part 
in organizing the Mineral Products Company were Charles 
H. MacDowell, president of the Armour Fertilizer Company, 
and Sidney J. Jennings, vice-president of the United States 
Smelting and Refining Company. The directorate includes 
F. J. Faulkner, Jr.. W. H. Gelshenen, director of the Gar- 
field National Bank, Carl F. Hagerdon, Ernest C. Klipstein, 
president of the Carbon Products Company, and Frederick 
Leon. 

Mr. Chappell said that there was no sufficient basis for 
statements issued at Washin&8ton that this country might soon 
be independent of Germany, as far as the supply of potash is 
concerned. The imports of potash salts from Germany into 
this country amounted to $15,000,000 in 1913. 

“The output of our mine,” he said, “will supply only a 
very small portion of this demand. The alunite ore of high 
quality which has been located so far is sufficient to furnish 
only a small fraction of the demand of this country. In all 
probability we will have to continue indefinitely to rely on 
Germany for the bulk of our supply of potash. A great 
deal of the alunite ore has been found in this country, but 
most of it is of a poor grade that could not be worked com- 
mercially. 

“The tariff question will not affect the Mineral Products 
Company. Even if the aluminum by-product were not pres- 
ent, we would be able to produce potash cheaper that it 
could be produced in Germany, and ship it to points in the 
interior of the country at a lower rate of transportation.” 





BIG GINSENG FARM IN IOWA 





MARSHALLTOWN, Iowa, Dec. 21—Dr. R. M. Wallace is 
planting eight pounds of ginseng seed in a grove on his farm 
in Portland township, Marshalltown, Iowa. If all the seeds 
grow he will have between 70,000 and 80,000 plants next 
year from this planting. He has had several thousand plants 
growing from his grove for several years and has made a 
success of the venture. Besides ginseng he has a quantity 
of golden seal planted on his farm.

BILL INTRODUCED TO PREVENT 
MISBRANDING OF OILS, PAINTS, ETC. 





WasuinctTon, D. C., Dec. 21—Senator William S. Kenyon, 
of Iowa, has introduced into Congress a bill (S, 1289) de- 
signed to prevent the manufacture, sale, or transportation of 
adulterated, mislabeled, or misbranded linseed oil, turpentine 
or paint. Any person manufacturing the same within the 
District of Columbia, or any Territory of the United States, 
for a first offense, is to be fined not to exceed $500 or shall 
be sentenced to one year’s imprisonment, or both in the dis- 
cretion of the court, and for each subsequent offense and 
conviction thereof shall be fined not less than $1,000 or sen- 
tenced to one year’s imprisonment or both. 

Interstate and foreign commerce is also prohibited where 
the above commodities are mislabeled or misbranded and a 
fine of $200 is provided for the first offense, and a fine of 
not exceeding $300, imprisonment for one year, or both, is 
provided for each subsequent offense; except that a manu- 
facturer thereof may sell upon a written contract to a con- 
sumer, for use only on products of his own manufacture, 
gocds mislabeled or unlabeled as to their ingredients but 
bearing conspicuously the printed statement that they are 
made in accordance with a private formula. 

The Secretaries of the Treasury, Agriculture and Com- 
merce are to make uniform rules and regulations for carry- 
ing out the various provisions of the proposed law, including 
the collection and examination of the articles named, which 


shall be offered for sale or intended for shipment 
either interstate or foreign, or which may be sub- 
mitted for examination by the chief health, food, or 


drug officer of any State, Territory, or District of Colum- 
bia, or at any domestic or foreign port through which such 
produce is offered for interstate commerce or for export or 
import between the United States and any foreign port or 
country. The examinations are to be made in the Bureau 
of Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture, or under 
its supervision, for the purpose of determining whether such 
articles are adulterated or misbranded, and if it shall appear 
that any such specimens are adulterated or improperly branded 
or labeled, the Secretary of Agriculture is to give notice 
to the party from whom such sample was obtained. The 
latter will be given an opportunity of being heard, under 
such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the 
committee of the Secretaries, and if it appears that any of 
the provisions of the Act have been violated by him, the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture is to certify the facts to the proper 
United States district attorney, with a copy of the results of 
the analysis or the examination of such article. 


DECLARES PATENT MEDICINES ARE 
USED AS BEVERAGES IN “DRY” STATES 








WASHINGTON, Dec. 21—“It is notorious,” said Dr. O. M. 
Leiser of the New York City Health Department, “that in 
the prohibition state of Maine thousands of bottles of patent 
medicines are consumed annually solely for their alcohol. This 
is true of practically all other prohibition states.” 

His remarks were part of an address on “Alcohol as a 
Pubiic Health Problem” delivered at the forty-fifth annual 
convention of the American Society for the Study of Alcohol 
and Other Narcotics. Dr. Leiser described the campaign 
against alcohol begun in New York last summer by the health 
commissioner. 

“A committee is now at work preparing a regular scientific 
text-book, for the books now in use in schools have been 
shown,” said Dr. Leiser, “to be wholly unscientific and 
worthless.” 

He made a strong plea for uniform Federal laws to deal 
with alcohol and narcotics and especially with the patent 
medicine evil.

CONSIDER STANDARDS FOR BAKING POWDER 


WAsHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21—A hearing on baking powder 
and its ingredients will be he!ld by the Joint Committee on 
Definitions and Standards at the Bureau of Chemistry, Wash- 
ington, D. C., at 10 a. m., on January 14, 1916. At this 





hearing the trade and all interested par will be given an 
opportunity to present to the committee their views as to 
what should constitute a proper definition or standard for 
baking powder. 

The Joint Committee of Definitions and Standards is com- 
posed of representatives of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, the Association of American Dairy, Food and 
Drug Officials, and the Association of Official Agricultura! 
Chemists. This committee recommends standards and defi- 
nitions for food and drug products for the guidance of Fed- 
eral and State officials in the enforcement of food and drug 
laws.

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INSECTICIDES NOW OF HIGHER QUALITY; 
FARMERS ARE ENCOURAGED TO USE THEM 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21—As a result of the Insecticide Act 
of 1910, farming communities in particular are now receiv- 
ing a much higher grade of insecticides and fungicides than 
formerly, according to the annual report of the Insecticide 
and Fungicide Board just issued by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. The improvement in the quality 
of these articles, says the report, their use by 
farmers and is of great assistance in combating plant dis- 
eases and insect pests. 

As an instance of the effect of the law in raising the gen- 
eral standard of insecticides and fungicides, the report gives 


encourages 


some statistics in regard to interstate shipments of lead 
arsenate, Paris green, lime sulphur solution, and Bordeaux 
mixture either alone or in combination with insecticides. All 


of these preparations are in common use as sprays. In the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1912, 98 per cent of the samples 
of Bordeaux mixture and Bordeaux mixture combined with 
insecticides collected failed to comply with the provisions of 
the law. In 1914 this percentage had fallen io 49. During 
the same period the percentage of samples of lime sulphur 
solution which did not comply with the law was reduced from 
94 per cent to 27 per cent; lead arsenate from 60 per cent 
to 20 per cent; and Paris green from 28 per cent to 19 per 
cent. 

In the year ending June 30, 1915, the Board collected 1,117 
samples, of which 118 were turned over to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral with recommendations that proceedings be instituted for 
alleged violations of the law. 

In addition to its regulatory work, the chemists of the Board 
have done much work in connection with the properties of 
the various lead arsenates, and have ascertained that in many 
cases the injury done to foliage by di-lead arsenate is due 
to decomposition by salts contained in the waters used for 
its application. Tests are now being conducted by the Bureau 
of Entomology with a view to preventing this evil. New 
methods of analysis have also been perfected for use in ex- 
amining some of the samples collected in accordance with the 
provisions of the law. Many field tests have been made to 
determine the efficacy of various ingredients entering into 
the composition of insecticides, and studies have been made 
of the action of naphthalene, sodium fluoride, pyrethrum powd- 
ers, tobacco powders, vegetable etc., on insects when 
used as dusts, sprays or fumigants.

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BILL INTRODUCED TO PREVENT PRICE 
DISCRIMINATION IN DIFFERENT SECTIONS 


WasHINGTON, Dec. 21—Unfair competition and discrimi- 
nation between different sections, communities and _ localities 
will be prohibited by law if the bill introduced by Senator 
Clapp for that purpose is enacted by Congress. Under the 
provisions of the proposed law individuals and associations 
of individuals engaged in commerce, either interstate or 
export, may not, either intentionally or otherwise, for the 
purpose of destroying the business of a competitor or cre- 
ating a monopoly in any locality, sell a commodity at a lower 
rate in one section than in another, except with respect to 
the difference, if any, in the actual cost of transportation 
from the point of production of the raw or manufactured 
product. 

Those who may violate the provisions of the proposed law, 
if found guilty, may be punished by a fine of not more 
than $5,000 or by imprisonment not to exceed one year, or 
both, as the court may determine. 

Section 3 of the bill provides that all contracts or agree- 
ments made in violations thereof, shall be void, and any 
money or property paid or transferred for any such com- 
modity under any such agreement shall be paid back within 
ten days after demand therefor, and on failure to repay then 
the purchaser may recover back in a civil action any such 
money or property, together with a reasonable attorney fee 
to be determined by the court. 





MILWAUKEE PHARMACISTS SUGGEST 
BOTANICAL GARDEN IN CITY PARK 


MitwavkEEE, Wis., Dec. 21—Medicinal plants will be grow- 
ing at Mitchell park in Milwaukee next summer if the Mil- 
waukee park board carries out a suggestion made by mem- 
bers of the Milwaukee Pharmaceutical Association to estab- 
lish a botanical garden at this park, which is already widely 
known for its display of flowers and plants. The University 
of Wisconsin has offered to give the city a large number of 
these medicinal plants. The offer was made to the pharmaceu- 
tical association, which in turn, submitted it to the park 
board. At its last meeting the board tentatively approved the 
plan and it looks as though the garden will be started. 

“New York and St. Louis have such gardens and we can 
see no reason why Milwaukee should not have one, especially 
since the university has consented to donate sufficient plants 
to make a start,” said E. G. Raeuber, manager of the Wis- 
consin Pharmacal Co., Milwaukee. “The educational feature 
of such a garden is great. We purpose to have all sorts 
of plants as well as those producing drugs and spices.” 

Secretary Frank Schumacher of the park board said _ that 
the board is willing to undertake the matter if there is not 
too much expense connected with it. 

“The garden would be started with medicinal plants largely,” 
he said, “but later it would be developed into a complete 
botanical garden which would be of value to high school 
students and others.” 


SPURIOUS ASPIRIN SEIZED IN 
CLEVELAND BY FEDERAL AUTHORITIES 


CLEVELAND, OnI0, Dec. 21—New angle in crooked deals 
being perpetrated upon Cleveland drug houses has developed 
during the last with the seizure of more than forty 
pounds of a drug said to have been manufactured in thi 
country and called by federal investigators imitation aspirin. 
The goods were found in a railroad freight house, after hav- 
ing been shipped to this city from Kansas City. The pack- 
ages will be returned to that city, where Federal authorities 
will conduct an investigation. 

Meanwhile Government chemists who analyzed the contents 
of the packages say they found the powder contained lac- 
tose, acetanilid and salicylic acid, but acetylsalicylic acid was 
virtually absent. It is declared by Assistant U. S. District 
Attorney Kavanaugh the men suspected bought up all the 
aspirin they could obtain at the beginning of the war and 
that minute quantities of this have been mixed with sugar 
of milk and palmed off as the real article. The seizure 
followed complaints by druggists and physicians, whose names:

BARGE SINKS WITH SHIPMENT OF 
POTASSIUM SULPHATE WORTH $25,000 





A cargo of potassium sulphate in transit from California 
and consigned to Eugene Suter, 100 William street, New 
York, was sunk in the North River last Saturday. The 
float which was conveying the salt from the railroad docks to 
its final destination sprang a leak from some unaccountable 
reason, and sank with the entire cargo a few minutes after 
the leak was detected. The value of the potassium sulphate 
was estimated at $25,000. 





JAPAN IS MAKING CAFFEINE 





According to recent advices received in this country the 
manufacture of caffeine from tea sweepings in Japan has re- 
ceived considerable impetus recently because of the world-wide 
scarcity of this drug. It is said that when the industry 
becomes more fully developed it will become possible to ex- 
port the drug. The Japanese Consulate, 60 Wall street, New 
York City, advises WEEKLY Druc Markets that two com- 
panies are now actively engaged in the manufacture of caf- 
feine from tea sweepings, these being the Chaso Goshi-Kaisha, 
Yoshida-mura. Haibara-Gori, Shidznoka-Ken, Japan, and Ito 
Siechabu, Murayama, Miye-Gori, Miye-Ken, Japan. The cen- 
ter of the industry is Shizouka. Before the European war 
caffeine sold in Japan at eight yen a pound (about $4.00 
in U. S. money) and at present the price obtained is sixteen 
to seventeen yen ($8.00 to $8.50). 


SIR HENRY ENFIELD ROSCOE DEAD 





Cable dispatches from London announce the death on De- 
cember 19 of Sir Henry Enfield Roscoe, famous English 
chemist, at the age of 82. 

Sir Henry was one of the foremost British authorities on 
chemistry and had served on several royal commissions ap- 
pointed to consider educational questions. He was knighted 
in 1884. For many years he served on the faculty of Owens 
College, Manchester, and also as vice-chancellor of London 
University. From 1885 to 1895 he was a member of Par- 
liament. He was the author of many important works, his 
“Treatise on Chemistry,” written in collaboration with Carl 
Schorlemmer, being one of the most pretentious works on 
the subject in the English language. His most important 
achievement was the devising of a process for preparing van- 
adium pure in the metallic state. He was the first president 
of the Society of Chemical Industry which was founded in 
1881. His books have been translated into many languages.
